In view of this response, the status of the rejections/objections of record is as 
follows: 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 40-43 are allowed. 
Claims 1-39 have been cancelled. 
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35 USC §112 Rejection(s) 

The 1 12-2 nd rejection regarding the position of R2 on the piperidinyl ring have 
been overcome in view of Applicant cancelling the claims. 

The 1 12-2 nd rejection regarding the term "derivative" have been overcome in view 
of Applicant cancelling the claims. 

The 1 1 2-1 st rejection regarding the terms "solvate and hydrate" have been 
overcome in view of Applicant cancelling the claims. 

The 1 1 2-1 st rejection regarding the scope of enablement for "R2, R3 and R9" has 
been overcome in view of Applicant cancelling the claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1, 6-8, 11,15-18, 20, 21 rejections are withdrawn under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over US 7,105,507 in view of Applicant cancelling the claims. 
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Obviousness-Type Double Patenting Rejection(s) 

The obviousness-type double patenting rejected has been overcome over US 
Patent 7,271,172 and US Applications 10/538,144 and 10/538,145 (now US Patent 
7,452,992) in view of properly executed Terminal Disclaimers.
